RUBBER ISOLATOR 

REMOVAL DIAGRAM 
This, technique can he used if an Exhaust i 
Hangef Removal Pliers is not available. 

Using a 5/8" open end wrench, slide the 
wrench up 10 the rubber isolator, cradling 
(he hanger rod as shown. Next place the 
lial edge of a pry bar between the wrench 
and (he hanger stop or hanger rod. Then 
simply relate the pry bar toward the 
wrench to remove the rubber isolator. 

Note: Using a spray lubricant or soapy 
water on the hanger rod and (he rubber 
isolator helps removal.

1) Lower exhaust by removing rubber isolators (3 each side) as shown in the above diagram. 

NOTE: Support exhaust from underneath after lowering. 

2) Fishwire the carriage bolts and small square hole spacers through the space between the bumper beam and the 
end of the frame rail for both sides. 

3) Fishwire the remaining carriage bolts and large spacers through the bumper beam and into position. 

4) Raise hitch into position with the "wedge" shaped spacers between as shown and secure with hex flange nuts. 
NOTE: If equipped, temporarily disconnect driver side electrical connector for clearance while securing the hitch. 

5) Torque all 1/2" fasteners to 110 Ib-ft. 

6) Raise exhaust back into position and reinstall the (6) rubber isolators removed in Step 1. 

NOTE: Apply lubricant or soapy water to ease installation.
